A Question for Jewish Employers. 


ONE of the major difficalties—perils would not be too 
st-ong a word—that confront the Jew, is the ever-growing 
e onomice boycott. It is practised on a large scale on the 
Continent, and gloried in. Itis conducted on a much smaller 

ic—if some people are to be bel eved—in this country, but 
not gloried in. It is ecerta nly growing in the United States 
and Canada to a degree which is filling observers in those 
countries with acute anxiety. In America, according to Dr. 
MI. RuptNow, the distinguished authority on Jewish social 
questions, the door to the Jew, in certain important branches 
© otfice and clerical work, is almost absolutely closed. Very 
if any, Jews can gain a footing on the inside of a bank or 
urance company, railroad or public service corporation, 
There is @ growing discrimination against Jews as typists, 
‘' nographers and private secretaries, and obstacles are placed 
') their way in many retail commercial establishments. Nor 
' ‘hat the whole of the story, for the evil extends to industrial 
\ .ce work, as well as to the professions. 

There is, however, one feature of this discrimination which 
is more diseoneerting than any we have cited. Whenever com- 
| unt is voieed, the retort comes: What about discrimination 
| .ctised by Jews against Jews? Why do many Jews themselves 
' ‘use to take co-religionists into their businesses and offices ? 
‘vo do not know to what extent this Jewish boycott of Jews 
¢. sts, but that it is not a mere figment of the imagination may 
' inferred from the dissatisfaction expressed by the Leeds 
Flucation Authorities with what they regard as _ the 
(inclination of the business section of the local Jewish 
Comunity. to give employment in their own places of 
business to Jewish boys and girls leaving the Secondary 
Schools. In our issue of July 15th, our Leeds correspondent 
drow attention to the special address delivered by the late 
‘rector of Education for the City, Dr. James GRAHAM, to a 
‘ge Jewish gathering, in which a change of practice was 
urged and, more recently, the subject has been thrashed out 
b-tween deputations from the local B'nai B'rith and the Leeds 
'.lucation Committee. These facts, and one’s own observation, 
point to the conelusion that the charge of discrimination by 
Jews against their own people has more than a ‘anes of 
Substance in it. 

What, it may be asked, are the reasons for this 
astonishing phenomenon? The answer that is usually given 
is the fear of Jewish employers that their employees, being 
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usually ambitious, will. master the business and start on their 
own ag rival .concerns. This argues. an inordinate push 
and intelligence on the. part of evety young Jew, which 
flatters our people by its all-comprehensive sweep. Surely the 
danger only exists in the case of a minority, and even in their 
cases the employers receive some compensation, at all events, 
in the shape of the superior brain power and servite of the 
particular employees concerned. Moreover, the fear has lost 
much of its validity in these days of big business and high- 
power capitalisation; and, in any event, the ambition of a few 
Jewish boys cannot be a justification ‘for excluding all, or even 
many. Another reason advanced by Jewish heads of businesses 
for barring Jews from employment is the Sabbath and Holy Days 
difficulty. But this, we imagine, only operates in a small and 
dwindling number of instances, for the willingness of Jews to 
work on the Sacred Days keeps pace faithfully with the 
readiness of thoir masters to make the same sacrifice. The 
number of cases to the contrary does not, we think, enter into 
our problem to any dominating extent. 


A far more distasteful element in the question may, we 
regret to think, be sought in the dislike of Jewish firms for 
being recognised as markedly Jewish—perhaps for reasons of 
business. We are not here referring, of course, to the large 
public companies whose directors may be Jewish, but whose 
shareholders, in the main, are not. They obviously stand in a 
different position and cannot reasonably be called upon to make 
a special point of employing Jews. It is quite another matter, 
however, when a privately-owned Jewish business cold- 
Shoulders young Jews because they are Jews. To the extent 
to which such practice,if it exists, is attributable to fear of 
recognition, this commercial maranoism is not con. 
temptible but a potent inducement to non-Jewish discriminators 
to go and do likewise, and, therefore, a danger to our people. 
The Leeds Jewish deputation to have referred 
urged that if Jewish employers engaged only Jews it would 
give rise to ill-feeling among the general population. 
They even went to the length that if 
their credit that, as citizens enjoying all the advantages of this 
country, they did not give preference to members of their own 
faith. This, in spite of the admitted aversion on the part 
of local non-Jewish employers from giving employment to 
Jews and Jewesses and the strong plea of the Education 
Committee that it should be taken for granted that Jewish 
employers of labour would have no hesitation whatsoever 
in absorbing the young Jewish applicants into their firms. 
The .bogey which terrified our Leeds co-religionists pro- 
duced not a tremor in the Gentiles with whom they 
were conferring. They could see no wrong in befriend. 
ing the young Jews discriminated against by Gentiles, and 
no cause for ill-feeling either. But the unhappy inferiority- 
complex which besets Jews in their dealings with their 
neighbours is here at work again. How far, one would like to 
know, is this policy of shrinking timidity to be carried ? Would 
it be persisted in in the face of a serious extension o* the

of boasting was to 


Jewish boycott, which Heaven forfend? Jewish employers 
may disclaim the role of their “brother's keeper,” but they 


cannot altogether shed their responsibility as Jews. Now 
that the Leeds incidents have opened up the whole question, 
it is greatly to be hoped that the realities of this Jewish 
default will be objectively canvassed, its proportions, whether 
large or small, disclosed, and a sane as well as Jewish lead 
given in a matter which affects alike our economic outlook and 


our self-respect. 


Jewry: Week by Week. 


Th eReichstag Elections in Germany last Sunday have resulted 
in a virtual stalemate, as many shrewd observers anticipated, and 
as the present Government of the Reich undoubtedly hoped. The 
Nazis polled heavily, but did not succeed in increasing their total 
very much beyond that in the second Presidential ballot in March. 


Hitler has been baulked of the absolute majority to which he looked 


forward, and it seem: likely that he bas now shot his bolt... On the 
day after the Elections the Government issued a proclamation 
indicating their intention not to relinquish the direction of affairs. 


The Hitlerite savagery in Konigsberg on that day (incited, it ts true, 


by Communist provocation), may ba construed as a manifestation of 
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chagrin. The brunt of it was borne by the Socialist and Communist 
leaders, but an attempt, fortunately unsuccessful, was made to molest 
the local “Syndicus ” of the Union of German Jews. It remains to be 
seen whether the Government is courageous enough to restrain 
further Nazi excesses; that the Communists will be shown no 
quarter is clear, but one cannot yet be sure that General Schleicher 
intends to apply the maxim: “ What is sauce for the goose is sauce 
for the gander,” 


Many Jewish votes must have been given to the candidates of 
the Roman Catholic Centre Party, which increased its vote and now 
holds the key position. There is a German axiom that no-one 
can rule Germany and be at the same time anti-Catholic and anti- 
Jewish. Hitler waged an anti-Catholic campaign in North Germany, 
and, of course, an anti-Semitic campaign under the Swastika banner 
has been carried on all over the country. Hitler's own policy on 
the Jewish question still needs elucidation. On Friday night one of 
Hitler's lieutenants broadcast, in English, a speech to the United 
States, declaring that he did not believe that if Hitler came to power 
the German Jews would be thrust back into the conditions of the 
Middle Ages, for Hitler had told him that during the election cam- 
paiga he had not in a single speech attacked the Jews. The 
BERLINER TAGEBLATT suggested that this attitude was strictly for 
foreign consumption. There was no visible—or audible—diminu- 
tion of Judenietze on the part of Hitler's henchmen. 


The Berlin corresponden: of THe Times hit upon a piquant 
example of Nazi naivety. Oae of their election posters, he wrote, 
bore a translation of Cromwell's outburst ("lll put an end to your 
prating '') when he expelled the “Rump” of the Long Parliament. 
“ Three hundred years ago.” the poster explained, © with these words 
Oliver Cromwell, the man who led England unwards to her world- 
greatness, threw out the parasitical parties of an incapable and 
incredibly stupid Parliament. German menand women . . Site 
to it that Adolf Hitler, too, is able to lead the Pcich and the nation 
upwards to fresh world-greatness.’ “In their researches into 
English history,’ THe Timers correspondent comments, “the anti- 
Semitic authors of this poster must have overlooked or discreetly 
ignored the part played by Cromwell's toleration of the settlement 
of the Jews in England.” 


A Disclaimer. 

We had intended taking no notice of the statement made at 
the last meeting of the Council of the United Synagogue by Sir 
Robert Waley Cohen in re‘erence to this journal. But as a corres. 
pondent has written to ask whether that statement was authorised, 
we gladly avail ourselves of the opportunity to say that it was 
neither authorised nor invited. Though the wording was apparently 
carefully prepared, no one connected with this journal had sight of 
the contents. The declaration must be regarded entirely as a 
personal statement of Sir Robert's. Not another word of comment 
is necessary. That this journal will continue to maintain its 
unfettered independence and, if occasion should arise, w.]! criticise 
even Sir Robert himself, goes without saying. 


Supervision of Accounts. 

That excellent Friendly Society, the Grand Order of Israel. has 
been meeting this week for its Annual Conference, the indispensable 
but not always well lubricated machine of the democratic organisa- 
tion. Among the Jewish Societies, the Grand Order of Israel holds 
a leading and honourable place, to which it has attained as much 
by devotion to public causes as by a strict loyalty to the domestic 
ideals of thrift, self-help and benevolence. Bodies like the Order 
need not fear the judgment of posterity when their history comes 
to be written. To judge by its Annual Report, the Grand Order of 
Israel appears to be very well-placed: it has an improved financial 
position: it has a combined State-insured and voluntary member- 
ship of close on 20,000: and its Club and Institute adds consider- 
ably to the social and recreational amenities at the disposal of East 
End Jewry. 


In the past, some Jewish Friendly Societies have unfortunately 
displayed a lax standard with regard to the supervision of accounts 
—a laxity which risked the good name of the movement. A 
determination to remove these evils has led to the substitution of 
professional for lay auditors, a change-over which has long been 
earnestly recommended by the Chief Registrar of Friendly Societies, 
that official guardian of the movement's integrity. The Grand 
Lodge of this Order, like most of the kindred bodies, gives an 
unquestioned guarantee to its large membership by arrang ng to 
have its accounts audited by a public auditor and incorporated 


accountant, which must be the sine qua non of any body that is 
trustee for public funds,

a wistful admiration for lay Auditors who, though they lack 
“ techical training in accountancy . . . have the advantage of 
intimate as well as personal knowledge of Lodge business.” Lay 
Auditors may be estimable gentlemen, many of whom have rendered 


splendid service and most of whom are of unsullied probity, but «) , 
cachet of the professional auditor must of necessity be very m,.' 
more valuable than the signature of the lay auditor. Lay audit 
has involved risks and led to undesirable incidents ; professi 
auditing is now universally accepted as the normal busi;

I 
‘ature to think that our imaginative failure has been little less 
marked, For years we supposed that formal emancipation by 
Porliaments would be the end of all our troubles and that the 
Yeak-up of the Ghetto meant the break-down of prejudice, 
(vite forgetting that the intentions of legislators may out-run 


the inclinations of the masses. For years, as Zangwill bitterly 
complained, we could think of nothing but to pour relief into 
stricken Jewries, and even when Herz! pointed to a better and 
a constructive way, his parable fell on deaf ears, so far as the 
leaders of World-Jewry were concerned. Here, in England, where 
“big business,” too, has ruled, many will detect the same failure of 
the imaginative faculty, and the conviction that government, in the 
main, is an affair of book-keeping and efficient administration. We 
have met sudden crises as best we could—as in the case of the 
in-pourings from Russia—but have seldom, if ever, foreseen them. 
The distribution and the culture of the Jewish population have 
greatly changed, but there has been no thinking out of new needs 
in the light of the new facts. 


E are in sight of an all-English instead of a predominantl” 
foreign-born Jewry, but our leaders never stop to discuss 
how that enormous change should affect our ideas and our organisa- 
tion, or to ask what problems it may open up in the near future. We 
have stood by while a tremendous religious problem has slowly 
loomed up, and are now startled by the magnitude of its menace. 
While governments here, and abroad, have been rapidly proletarian- 
ised, we continue to be governed by wealth, despite our pretence at 
democracy. There has been no real or sustained attempt to peer into 
the future, no hard thinking about possibilities and little 
adaptation to changing circumstances. We stand by the 
venerable and, no doubt, excellent institutions which we 
inherited from our fathers and come to their help with 
unimaginative publicity when necessary, sigh with relief 
when their budgets are balanced and suppose that all is then 
well with us. We have stressed the eleemosynary element in cur 
organisation, almost seeming to suppose that man lives by bread 
alone. For years our various “ movements” led a shabby existence, 
wandering, unwelcomed, from one meeting place to another, as 
though to live up to their name. When some people declared that 
dignity and efficiency demanded a Communal Centre, the needs of 
our charities were pointed to in reply.. When the Centre was finally 
established, Jews’ College was planked down amidst nests of 
administrative offices and its professors told to lecture there, with 
the noise of the traffic without,and the Damocles sword of economy 
hanging over their heads within, Business? Heaven knows! 
Imagination? Heaven forbid! 


HE German-Jewish publicist, Emil Ludwig, has boldly proposed, 

as the only cure for the world's ills, the dismissal of the 
financial and political experts in all countries, and the entrusting 
of their posts to poets and thinkers, “the so-called unpractical 
men.” That is, no doubt, only a jeu d'esprit wrung from our fellow 
Jew by bitter scorn—though an ultimatum or an income-tax 
demand note couched in the form of a sonnet, or an Act of 
Parliament in perfect rhyme, might conduce to the much- 
needed gaiecty of nations. Still, Julius Cesar wrote books, 
as many an indignant schoolboy knows, and Mussolini writes plays, 
to say nothing of the poetry in which the late M. Briand was said to 
have indulged in his earlier days. Moreover, we all of us repeat— 


and some of u3, no doubt, believe—that the pen is mightier than the 


sword, Usfortunately, English Jewry has not bred poets enough to 
man our numerous offices—even if Ludwig's jest could be taken 
seriously. Perhaps, however, we will not need to bring our leaders 
down from Parnassus (no pun intended), Maybe, if the Jewry of 
to-morrow is initiated into public service, trained to be duty-con- 
scious towards the Community, made torealise that the future of Jewry 
is the business of each one of them, and filled with enthusiasm for the 
common weal, the inspired leadership and imaginative direction will 
come—some day. The Jewish seers are the noblest figures in all bis- 
tory, and I, for one, am optimist enough to believe that the gift of 


prophecy has not died out of Israel.

The Editor’s Post-Bag. 


THE “ JEWISH NATION” IN ENGLISH LAW. 

4 Mr. George Webber, in his learned contribution entitled “ The 
Jewish National Fund in English Law,” published in your last week's 
issue, states that “The Jew in English Law has always been 
regarded as a member of a particular religious denomination.” 
There appears to be an exception to this statement in the Charitable 
Donations Registration Act, 1812. Section 9 of the Act refers to 


“ persons of the Jewish Nation.”—Mr. Epwarp F. Iwt, 5-6, Clement's 
Inn, W.C.2. 


As one who has recently written on the question whether the 
Jew and his religion can be separated; as one, also, who deplores 
that the Keren Kayemeth has t> pay income-tax (as, alas! I have), 
I am deeply interested in Mr. George Webber's analysis of the legal 
decision of our Courts. I would venture to ask him two questions : 

1. What Court would have given a different judgment? 

2. Can Jews exist, as Jews, without Judaism or Jewishness ? 

Mr. Webber's dichotomy has prevented me, at any rate, getting 
into the arcana of his mind on the second. which is the vital, matter. 
Am I right in assuming that he would separate the Jew from his 
religion? ‘Then, if he adopts that attitude—even for income tax or 
other legal purpose only—does it mean that a person can be a Jew 
and at the same time so freed from the religion that he could be a 
Christian or a Buddhist? If so, would there not be justification 
for the position taken up by the missionaries—which we have 
always resented as an impertinence—that a Jew is the more com. 
plete Jew when he has embraced Christianity? And if that be so, 
how can Jews’°who consider that their condition includes religion 
in practice, belief or acceptance—I purposely wish to make this 
description as wide as possible—b:» expected to contribute to a 
Fund which, in the circumstances, could not be regarded as exclu- 
sively Jewish ?—-Mr. M. J. LaAnpa, 60, Bedford Court Mansions, W.C.1.

JEWwIsH COOKERY. 


Seasonable Dishes. 


Veal and Tongue Salad, 
Cooked veal, 8 ozs. Tongue, 4 oz3. 
Cooked rice, 3 or 4 Tomato ketchup, 
tablespoonfuls. 2 tablespoonfuls. 
One hard boiled egg. Three tomatoes, 
Lettuce. 


CuT the veal and tongue into dice, add the tomato ketchup to the rice 
and then mix with the diced meat. Heap up this mixture on a bed of 
lettuce, and garnish with the tomatoes and hard boiled egg. 


Stuffed Tomatoes. 


Six tomatoes. Butter. 
Grated cheese, 2 02s. Salt, pepper, cayenne. 
Bread-crumbs, 1 teacupfal. Sugar, 


CHOOSE large even sized tomatoes and halve them. Scoop out the 
pulp, taking care not to puncture the skin. Put the pulp in a basin with 
the crumbs and cheese, season with salt, pepper, cayenne and sugar and 
if necessary add a spoonful or two of milk but don’t make the mixture 
wet. Fill up the tomato cases, put a tiny piece of butter on top of each 
and bake in a moderate oven about twenty minutes. 


Sago Jelly. 


Cooking apples, 1 Ib, Sago, 2 ozs. 
Water, 1 pint. One lemon. 
Sugar, 3 ozs. Glace cherries. 


PEEL and slice the apples and boil them with a pint of water toa 
mash. Rub through a sieve, return to the saucepan, add the lemon juice, 
sugar and sago and boil gently till the sago is clear. Turn into a mould 
(rinsed out in cold water) and leave till set. Turn out, garnish with glacé 
cherries and serve with stewed fruit, 


Caulifiower Fritters. 


Cooked cauliflowor. Frying batter. 
One chopped shallot. Olive oil, 1 tablespoonful, 
Tarragon vinegar, 1 dessertspoonful., Salt and pepper. 


DIVIDE the cauliflower into neat pieces. Mix the oil, vinegar, shallot, 
parsley, salt and pepper together, pour over the cauliflower and let 
it stand for half-an-hour, turning occasionally, Drain, dip each piece in 
frying batter and fry a golden brown,

THE DATE AND PURPOSE OF DEUTERONOMY. 


Deutsronomy: Tae Framework to the Code,’ by Adam 
Welch D.D. (Ox ord University Press, 12s. 61.) 


Reviewed by the Rev. Dr. A. COHEN. 

One of the “assured results " of the?Higher Criticism, we used 
to be taught, was the dating of Deuteronomy in the reign of Josiah. 
Wellhausen wrote dogmatically of it: “ About the origin of Deuter- 
onomy there is still less dispute ; in all circles where appreciation 
of scientific results can be looked for at all, it is recognised that it 
was composed in the same age as that in which it was discovered, 
and that it was made the rule of Josiah's reformation” (PROLEGO- 
MENA, p.. 9). On both points, scholars to-day speak with less 
certainty. With regard t) the time of its origin, the late Professor 
Kennett—-whose recent death I, as one of bis former pupils, deeply 
deplore—assigned it to a date subsequent to the prophet Jeremiah, 
and therefore later than the reign of Josiah. Oa the other band, 
Dr. Welch, in 1924, published a volume on the Code of Deuteronomy, 
in which he sought to show that the legislation revealed traces of 
an age earlier than the seventh century. * As for the pu: pose of the 
Book, which was confidently declared to be the centralisation of the 
religious cu/tus in Jerusalem, we now have a work frcm the same 
author in which his researches lead him in the diametrically 
opposite direction. 

The main thesis which Dr. Welch sets out to prove is that 
Deuteronomy belongs, not to the Kingdom of Judah but to Northern 
Israel. He accounts, e.g., for the double recension of the Decalogue 
by the theory that the. Exodus version belongs to the Southern 
Kingdom, and the Deuteronomic to the Northern. 

As the title of the present book indicates, the writer's chief 
concern is the study of the introductory and concluding cbapters 
which constitute a sort of framework to the legal section of Deuter- 
onomy. The pre!iminary chapters give a historical review of the 
people's experience; since the Exodus; but, declares Dr. Welch, 
“In my judgment these passages were written from the beginning 
for the definite purpose of conveying religious teaching. The writers 
cast their teaching into what may be called a semi-bistorical form. 
They used the past of their people in order to impress principles 
which they had greatly at heart” (p.12). Except for the occur. 
rence of “writers” for ~ Moses,” this is a view which bas been 
freely recognised by conservative ecbholars. Dr. Welch, howcver, 
proceeds to investigate what were the tenets which form the 


moral lessons of these introductory chapters, and in each case he | 


discovers a close aflinity between them and the doctrives of Hosea 
and Amos, the foremost prophets of the Nortbern Kingdom. Inthis 
way he secures support for his hypothesis of the North Israclitish 
origin of Deuteronomy, and he maintains that the ultimate aim of 
the Book was to assist the prophetic agitation against the calf. 
worship which characterised the religion of that part of Canaan. 

If is not possible in a short review to submit such a theory to 
detailed examination. One criticism may be levelled gencrally 
against the author's method of treatment. He appearsto start with 
the result he wishes to demonstrate, and work his material to fit in 
with that result. Because the spiritual message of Ilosea and Amos 
bears a striking resemblance to that of Deuterenomy, docs it 
necessarily follow that this Bock must have been produced in their 
time? The alternative, that there prophets may have been 
influenced by the teaching of Deutcronomy, is never even considered 
by the author! 

Dr. Welch also displays the failing which so often distinguishes 
the Higher Critics, viz., dogmatic assertion which impresses the 
unwary but cannot stand the light of scrutiny. One example must 
suffice. He writes: “All who hold to the Mosaic origin of the Decalogue 
can find astrong support in the attitude and the language of Hosea. . . 
Oa the other hand, all who hold this view must face the fact that, 
though the Decalcgue contains a law forbidding the use of graven 
images and the likeness of all things in heaven ard earth, the 
Northern Kingdom from its beginning was identified with the cult 
of the golden calves. Two leading prophets, Elijah and 
Amos, who bad no hesitation in condemning the royal action in 
other directions, never raised their voices against a practice in which 
a later generation saw the thing by which Jeroboam made his people 
to sin.” (p.B0). 

It may betrue that nowhere does Scripture inform us in explicit 
terms that Elijah denounced calf-worship; but to reason from such 
silence that he condoned it is surely most hazardous. What was 
the form of the Baal-worship against which he waged implacable 
warfare ? That it related to an image is certain from I Kings xix., 18. 
What had hein mind when he lamented: “ The children of Israel 
have forsaken Thy covenant, thrown down 'I'bine altars” (ibid. 10) ? 
Why was he £0 bitter against the king who set up the calves that 
he denounced Ahab with the words: “I will make thine house like 
the house of Jeroboam the son of Nebat” (ibid. xxi., 22)? And 
as for Amos’ antagonism to the cult at Bethel, it is plainly indicated 
in il., 14 and iy., 4 of his Book. 

While we may, therefore, welcome the trenchant criticism with 
which Dr. Welch exposes the untenability of the accepted” ec'entific”’ 


theory of the origin of Deuteronomy, his own cannot be regarded as 
the fina! word on the subject,

Again and again that is the keynote of the Midrashic poem, 
whether in reference to the destruction of the First Temple or the 
Second: Israel would be restored to his land. An old Jewish 
aspiration! If{there is really any substance in it, Tisha Be Ab 
may well change its character and become—as the Prophet 
Zechariah foretold—a day of joy and gladness, and a cheerful 
season. Tisha Be Ab might well become the Day of the Yishuhb, 
when Jews the world over would remember the Settlement in 
Palestine, rejoice in it and show their true appreciation of what it 
denotes for Jawry by contributing a large or small gift towards the 
work of regeneration in the Holy Land. 

Tisha Be Ab is the anniversary of the destru tion of both 
Temples. Bat Jews have no date in the Calendar to commemorate 
the official recognition of the Yishw>b in Palestine. Has not the 
time arrived for celebrating that date? The Balfour Declaration 
is dated November 2nd, 1917. Each year November Yond should be 
a Jewish red-letter day in the Calendar. Nor should it end there. 
Signor Mussolini has ordained that all official documents, if not all 
letters, that pass to and fro in Italy should bear in addition 
to the ordinary civil date, the year since the march on Rome, 
when Fascism was officially established. That event occurred on 
October 26th, 1922, and since then each year has been duly noted. 
To-day official communications bear the additional figure of the 
Year X (of Fascism). Way should not Jews imitate this model? 
The Balfour Declaration is dated November 2nd, 1917. Let Zionists 
at least add a new date on all their correspondence, public and 
private ; let them add its year XV, being the fifteenth year of the 
ofticial Yishub. If there is a date in the calendar to commemorate 
the destruction of the Jewish state, let another be inserted to 
commemorate its revival.

A Letter from Berlin. 


The Government and the Jews. 
'From our Correspondent.) 

Before the election it became evident that the Papen Govern- 
ment considered the crusade against the Jews only as idle words. 
A tendency now prevails to belittle the Jew-baiting of the Ilitlerists. 
The reason is quite simple. 

Of late voices from abroad, even non-Jewish ones, have been 
raised against the danger threatening the Jews in Germany. It was 
disagreeable to the von Papen Government when the Amsterdam 
Jewish Community applied directly to the German Chancellor, 
calling his attention to the fact that the reputation of Germany as a 
cultured country is now at stake. Jewish voices of protest bave 
been heard continually. People began to be more sensitive when 
foreign, non-Jewish, public opinion took a lively interest in the 
plight of German Jewry. They were annoyed when Swedish news- 
papers began to sound an alarm concerning the fate of the German 
Jews. They greatly disliked it when the famous Jewish-German 
novelist, Arnold Zweig, published a critical article about the con- 
ditions in Germany in the MANCHESTER GUARDIAN, and the super- 
patriotic papers have even hinted that such appeals to foreign 
countries savour of high treason. Particularly disappointed was 
Din DeuTscHE ALLGEMEINE ZEITUNG, which is said to be Schleicher's 
organ, with the changed attitude of the DAiLy Exrress towards the 
Nazis. | 

The election campaign is at an end and we can state. 

It is true that Hitler did not mention the Jews once in all his 
election speeches throughout Germany. The anti-Semitic feature 
was missing in his personal campaign and in that of some of his 
leading friends. The usual warning that the Jews would soon be 
deprived of their rights was not given. I personally can vouch for 
the following story : 

The * Central Verein” has published a new edition of the well. 
known “ Anti-Anti” book, a popular collection cf facts, repudiating 
all the lies of the National Socialists. When this “ Anti-Anti’ book 
was brougt to the notice of Hitler's Chief of Prass, he said: ~ It is 
not worth bothering about. It doesn’t interest us now as if used to. 
The whole anti-Jewish question is of no great moment to us any 
more.” From this and other facts it can be assumed that a certain 
change in this respect has really taken place in the “ Brown House. ’ 

jut the election campaiga in the provinces leaves such a 
supposition open to doubt. The local Nazi organisations were more 
active in their anti-S»mitic propaganda than before the Prussian 
Diet elections. Documents were forged. Thus in Breslau, posters, 
supposed to be signel by the Breslau Community, were pu‘ up in 
which the Synagogues advised the Jews to vote for Soc.al Democrats, 
Communists and the “Cextre,” as these pirties “ guarantee our 
money-bags.’ The Sklarek affair—the three brothers Sklarek who 
were tried for their swindling operations with the Berlin 
Municipality—was revived. The word “Jew” again played the 
most important part in the election sps3eches. speak ofachang: 
in the Nazi's attitude towards the Jews is premature indeed. The 
National Socialists’ anti-Jewish propaganda was this time even 
more bitter than usual. Whether such “ mouth” propaganda -is 
dangerous or not, is a matterof opinion. Surely it is not so harm. 
less as the Government organs think it to be. 

It is true that the Papen Government has not as yet given any 
cause for accusing it of anti-Semitic tendencies. Thus the few 
Jewish Reich officials have still remained in their offices, as, for 
example, young Rathenau, and Consul-General Slesinger of the 
Foreign Office. The Jew, Charles Melchior, played an important 
part in Papen’s delegation at Lausanne, another Jew, Dr. Fuchs was 
the German Juridical Adviser at Lausanne. The eminent lawyer, 
Dr. Brodnitz, was right when he said the other day publicly: “In 
any case, the Papen Government is not a Government of Jew- 
haters.’ This ig true, but itis a'so true that the Government bas 
all the time been. too much under-estimating the significance of 
anti-Semitic “idle words.” The reason is quite evident—it is not 
desirable to quarrel too much with the Nazis. 


The League and Germany's Minorities. 


“What would happen if the Hitler racial programme were 
realised ? What would becone of Von Gayl's, the Homsa Secretary's, 
French relatives, who are of German origin? Would they be 
deprived of their rights in France? And what about Chancellor 
von Papen, whose wife is of French descent?

Arab Attack on Jews. 

A serious anti-Jewish outbrea has occurred at Sfax, Tunis, in 
“hich eleven Jews, including a Rabbi, Rabbi Simon Cohen, have 
been wounded, one of them, named Jacob Anery, being in a critical 
condition. The trouble began with a quarrel between an Arab 
customer and a Jewish shopkeeper. The Arab went away and 
returned with a crowd of Moslems, who tried to sack the shop. The 
police were outnumbered, and in the end were compelled to p'ace 
the Jew under arrest for his own protection, to save him from the 
lury of the mob. The Arabs then formed up again in a crowd 
numbering thousands and launched an attack on the Jewish quarter. 
the mob broke into the Synagogue, where Rabbi Cohen was wounded. 
The authorities, faced with this serious situation, called out the 
military, who had to charge the crowd before they could disperse it. 
The military then patrolled the city, and everything is now quiet.

The Haifa Technical Institute. 
INTERVIEW WITH THE PRINCIPAL. 


INTERESTING FACTS AND FIGURES. 


Some interesting facts and figures in connection with the 
Hebrew Technical Institute in Haifa are contained in the following 
interview, which its Principal, Mr. §. Kaplansky, has accorded 
me (writes a JEWISH CHRONICIR 
representative), 


Mr. Kaplansky, who for eight 
years was a member of the Zionist 
Executive, has arrived from Pales.- 
tine on two missions. The first 
is to study the methods ‘of tech. 
nical instruction in the different 
countries of Western Europe and 
to prepare a report for the Govern- 
ing Body of the Institute, and for 
the Executive of the Agency. The 
second is to create an organisation 
of Friends of the Institute in 
Europe, which the provisional 
American Committee is also 
attempting to do in New York. In 
the céurse of my interview Mr. 
Kaplansky said : 

“In view of the difficult position of the finances of the Zionist 
Organisation, the last Congress and Council reduced their contribu. 
tion to the budget of the Institute in the anticipation that relief 
would be forthcoming from certain circles particularly interested in 
Jewish technical education in Palestine. The Institute is unfortu- 
nately less known throughout the Jewish world than the University 
of Jerusalem, because we have never before appealed for outside 
support, but have relied, so far as our finances are concerned, 
entirely on the Zionist Organisation. Therefore, some information 
regarding the work of the Institute may be useful. 

"The Technicon’ was founded before the War, thanks to the 
generosity of Mr. Z. Wissotzky, of Moscow, and of Mr. Jacob Schiff, 
of New York, and the work was begun in its present form in the 
year 1925. It now embraces two branches. One is a school of 
Civil Engineering and Architecture. This gives a four years’ course 
for young men in. possession of the matriculation certificate from a 
Secondary School. The other branch is a Trade School. Taisis a 
three years’ course for pupils with eight years’ elementary education. 
The Engineering School was inaugurated early in 1925. by the late 
Lord Melchett, who was then Chairman of the Board of Governors. 
We have already had three diploma examinations, while the fourth 
is taking place at the present moment. Of the approximately 65 
students wko have completed their studies at the Institute, 35 have 
received diplomas during the last three years and another 24 ave 
now sitting for their examination before the Commission. 

“ The Government of Palestine is participating in the Examina.- 
tion Commission through its Department of Education which 
exercises general supervision, and through its Department of Public 
Works which participates in the selection of the examinatioa 
questions to be put to the candidates.’ | 

Students’ Successes. 


I asked Mr. Kaplansky whether many of the students who had 
taken the course had obtained positions. This was his reply : 

“T am glad to say that the’ great majority of those who have 
completed their studies at the Institute have obtained appointmants 
with the Government Public Works Department in Palestine ; with 
certain municipalities ; with the Haifa Harbour Works, and in 
connection with the preparations which are proceedivg for the 
construction of the Haifa-Bagdad Railway. Some have also obtained 
positions with the various Jewish colonisation institutions and 
certain private concerns. It is gratifying to be able to record asa 
result of what I have heard from the representatives of the above 
bodies that thos3 appointed have given thorough satisfaction.” 

Mr. Kaplansky said that the number of students at present is 
approximately ninety, of which eight are girls. They were doing 
quite well, one of them, for instance, who has graduated, is now 
acting as an assistant in the Building Materials Testing Laboratory 


of the Institute.

The Trade School. 

I next asked Mr. Kaplansky to tell me something about the 
Trade School which is attached to the Institute. 

“The Trade School,” he said, “has existed only three years, so 
that it is only this year that we were able for the first time to give 
Leaving Certificates to twelve pupils. The total number of the 
pupils in this section is roughly sixty. They work five hours ia the 
morning, in the very spacious mechanical workshops which we 
possess, and receive in the afternoon over three hours’ theoretical 
instruction. Here again, the prospects of employment are good, for 
there is a demand for skilled metal workers in the various branches. 
It is one of the tasks of the Institute to extend and improve the Trade 
School so as #0-enable us to meet the demand for such skilled labour, 
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“The language.ot. instruction is Hebrew throughout, while in 
the School of Engineering two European languages are taught— 
English and French—besides Arabic.”’ 

1 asked Mr. Kaplansky.if there were any Arab students at the 
Institute. 

“It is open to pupils of every creed and race,” he replied, “ and 
this year we have two Arab pupils taking a course.” 


Haifa, a Key Position. 


Mr. Kaplansky, in the last passages of the interview, stressed 
the importance of Haifa as acentre for Jewish technical education. 

“In choosing Haifa for this purpose,” he said, “Jewe have 
shown a great deal of foresight, because there is no doubt that Haifa 
is tending to become the principal industrial and transport centre 
of Palestine, and, perhaps, of the Near East. There is the Port of 
Haifa, which is now under construction; it‘is to be completed next 
year, and promises to become the greatest port in the Eastern 
Mediterranean. Haifa is the starting point and the junction to the 
most important railways to Egypt, Damascus and the Hedjaz, and 
now the great project of connecting Haifa with Iraq and Persia by 
the Haifa-Bagdad railway, is nearing its realisation. At the same 
time the Pipe Line from Mosul will make Haifa the terminus for 
the greater part of the produce of the Iraq oil-fields. These facts 
indicate, that Haifa is becoming economically a key position and it 
is, therefore, exceedingly important for us Jews to provide Palestine 
with Jewish engineers and Jewish skilled workers, able to utilise 
the economic openings and possibilities offered by this development. 

“This is why,” he concluded, “I hop2, that the appeal of the 
Haifa Technical Institute for more friends who will give it their 
moral and material support, will meet with the response which it 
merits.” 


Tifereth Bachurim Movement.

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West London Synagogue

TOUR OF “JEWISH LONDON.” 


As part of the educational programme of the West London Synagogue 
Classes, it is customary to take children of the Classes and Congregation 
ona “Little Journey” during each vacation, to visit places of Jewish 
interest in London. The one conducted on July 27th was more ambitious 
than any of its predecessors, and Mr. B. M. Woolf, who arranged the tour 
and conducted the party, in a preliminary talk before starting, pointed 
out the difficulty, in view of the wealth of historic material availabie, of 
avoiding the temptation t» cram more in the itinerary than could be 
managed inanafternoon. Having selected places and objects to illustrate 
Anglo-Jewish history from 1066 to the present day, members of the party 
were reminded—as an aid to obtaining the historic setting—of the three 
periods into which Anglo-Jewish History fell, viz., 1066-1290, 129)-1656, 
1656 to the present day. Each member of the party, which numbered 
75 children and adults, was given a copy of theitinerary, with historical 
notes of each item. The full itinerary, including a few items omitted from 
lack of time, comprised :

Problem of the Jewish Future. 
[From our Correspondent. | 
In the course of his sermon at the Belgrave Street Synagogue, 


‘oe Rev. Dr. J. Abelson, M.A., said that perhaps at no time in the 


‘g and chequered history of our people had they been so con 
rned about the Jewish future as they were in these times. They 
re suffering from enemies inside the camp as well as outside it, 
‘hat constituted their internal troubles? They consisted in the 
nability to make the rising generation appreciate the beauties and 
cries of Judaism. Hence, they had to ask themse'ves, would there 
iil be communities of Jews and Jewesses carrying on the timce- 
honoured traditions in thirty, forty or fifty years’ time? Would 
synagogues be wanted then ? Would their people ;ray then? Would 
y believe in prayer ? Observers of the current tendencies in Jewish 

‘© were deeply anxious about these things. And they had every 
‘eason to be. The obvious duty was lying at the door of each and every 
one of them. As for their external troubles, it was the old story repeat- 
‘yg itself. Jews in many lands were suffering because they were Jews. 
‘vere was to-day hanging over the heads of the Jews of the German 
'mpire many a threat which was an outrage to the very name of 
Civilisation, At one time it was believed that the homeless Jews 
‘ould find a home in the one and only land that was open to receive 
‘hem—Palestine. But were the doors of Palestine really open now ? 
‘ere they even half open? It was hard tosay. One had one's 
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doubts. What was going to be the fate of the unwanted 
Jew? In the midst of these larger trials and perplexities, 
said the preacher, it was imperative that each one of them 
should do his best for the perfection of the Jewish life and the 
completion of the Jewish character. Let them realise that, as 
Jews, they had to be God's workmen, building up, each one of them, 
the house of his life, not scamping the work but doing it honcur- 
ably, faithfully and fully. 


NOTTINGHAM. 


Jewish Method of Slaughter Criticised. 


The question of adopting a new by-law to make a“ humane” 
slaughtering method compulsory in their local slaughter-houses was 
debated at a meeting of the Ci'y Council last week. A motion that 
the Jewish section should be exempt from the operation of the by- 
law, if made, had previously been defeated on an amendment. The 
by-law, as proposed by amember of the Council— Miss Scattergocd — 
was not to take effect for three months, or to apply to members of 
the Jewish faith when slaughtering according to the Jewish 
method, providing that such method inflicted no unnecessary 
suffering. Sie asked that the by-law should prevent slaughtering 
until the animal concerned had been effectively stunned with a 
mechanically operated instrument. “I regret that the Jews are 
excluded,” said Miss Scattergood. “~ Their methods are undoubtedly 
cruel, but if we Christians put our house in order first, then we 
shall be able to approach the Jews. It is the Government itself 
that bas expressly excluded the Jews by virtue of this act.’ In 
seconding the motion, Alderman JJ. B. Griflin said he was sorry it 
was proposed that the Jewish people should be excluded from the 
by-law. Mr. J. Levin strongly protested against the “irrational and 
misleading statements’ which had been made about the Jewish 
method, which had been us d for thousands of years. He considered 
the motion had been broaght with a certain amount of anti- 
Semitism. He quoted Sir Leonard Hill as an authority that no 
pain was caused by the Jewish method, and that death was brought 
about in a mosthumane way. Alderman H. Bowles submitted it was 
time they should have one method of slaught ring only for the city. 
lie moved an amendment, the effect of which was not to cxclude 
the Jewish s ction from tha operation of the proposed by-law. 
Speaking as a casual observer, he had no hesitation in saying that 
the Jewish method was the most cruel he had seen, or imagined 
could be brought about ia killing an animal. There was no act of 
Parliament, he said, exempting Jews. Mr. E. Purser said he did 
not think the Jewish method was cruel. The amendment was 
carried. Another amendmeat was moved by Mr. C. Willman that 
the matter be deferred for twelve months,on the ground that it should 
be settled nationally and not by piecemeal legislation. Mr. A. E. 
Savage seconded the amendment, which was carried by 29 votes 
to 25. 

Correspondence on the question of the Jewish Method of 
Slaughter appeared in the local press. Mr. Charles H. L. Emanuel, 
Hon. Secretary of the Shechita Committee of the Deputies of 
British Jews, and Mr. E. A. Silverberg (Deputy for Nottingham) 
replied in defence of S/echita.

T has been my task on innumerable 
occasions in this column to “ write up" 
some of the great figures of Jewish his- 
tory, and it has struck me more than 

once in the course of this work that there isa 

feature which distinguishes Jewish biography 

in the main from that of other peoples. This 

distinction may be succinctly described as the 

difference between “being” and “ doing.” 
Men OF ACTION, 

If you read English history you will find 
that most of the chief figures have been men 
of action, men who did things, and the story 
of their lives is a story of happenings. The 
same is true of the annals of most of the 
other ; reat countries. In the case of the Jews, 
if anything happened it happened rather fo 
them than ly them. Soufferance was the 
bacge of al our tribe, as Shylock well put it. 

jut this docs not mean to say that we did not 
produce great figures worthy of a place of 
honour in history's pages. Farfromit. But 
in the great majority of cases—there were, of 
course, éxceptions—they were men who were 

distinguished not so much by what they did 

as by what they were. 

A POINT OF DIFPERENCE. 

I think it is well that this inrportant point 
of difference should be noted because it has a 
bearing on the Jewish aim of life as distinct 
from that of other peoples. This point of 
difference goes to the root of the empbasis 
which Jodaism lays on human life. It says 
that itis much more important in the sight 
of Heaven what you are than what you do, 
In some respects, of course, a man's actions 
ar:» the expression of his personality, but a 
maa can be virtuous and spiritual and 
intellectual without leaving any great mark 
in the world of action. In the ledgers of 
Heaven—and this is a favourite Jewish simile 
——the balance to a man’s credit or debit does 
not depend on whether he conquered empires 
or usurped a throne, but whether he tried to 
fashion bis life in accordance with high prin- 
ciples. His being is regarded as of more 
account than bis doing. 

Lire’s COMPASS. 

We have here a valuable guide, a “direction 
finder’ to use a modern term, in shaping our 
life's course. Do not be despondentif oppor- 
tunities have not come your way for “doing” 
things. Try rather to be all that is best. You 
may still be remembered in history's pages 
although you have not moved from your place. 


The great thing is to see that in your place 


you are as fine and noble a personality as you 
can be, The gentle student may be regarded 
in the sight of Heaven a greater man than 
one who is always tearing about doing things 
and yet, maybe, wreaking infinite harm in 
the world.
